Some years ago Hunt became in­ 
volved in financial troubles, and was 
charged with going beyond the law ’s 
limit in his efforts to liquidate his in­ 
debtedness, and with piling up too 
many mortgages on his 
property. 
When the final accounting' came he 
was caught in a serious condition in 
his business transactions. 
At this 
stage his creditors sought relief in 
the courts, but when this move carne 
to the. ears of Hunt, he disappeared, 
and up to Wednesday had not been 
heard of. 
After iris sudden flight all 
kinds of reports were circulated here. 
Some had Hunt on board of a fast 
steamer headed for South America, 
others had him bound for Japan, and 
he was frequently reported to he in 
the mining business in Mexico. 
Hunt is well connected by relatives 
in this county, and his family in the 
Slidell country is prominent and well- 
to-do.

Wants Epworth Chatauqua 


Following the announcement from 
Wichita Falls that a Methodist meet­ 
ing of pastors and presiding elders

The election contest case of Wes

The case 
and its probably 
outcome has been 
the burden of most all local political 
discussions in 
this community for 
several weeks, and one of the largest 
crowds ever seen in the district court 
room was in attendance when Judge 
Patterson rapped for order and an ­ 
nounced that his court was in session. 
The allegations in Mr.Helm’s petition 
were quite a number and involved 
something like a dozen different vot­ 
ing boxes in the county. Election of­ 
ficers and clerks were named in tile 
petition. 
The case was set for hear­ 
ing at a special convening of the 
court last Saturday, but owing to 
the absence of Mr. 
McMurray, the 
principal council for Mr. Helm, the 
court allowed a postponnaent until 
T u e s d a y afternoon. 
An affidavit was 
filed Saturday by Mr. Helm, in which 
he stated that hi* was financially un­ 
able to meet the cost of tile suit, and 
when tile case was called Tuesday he 
took the stand at the suggeston of 
his council and stated his financial 
condition. 
After this statement by 
tile plaintiff and some argument on 
the part of council, the judge agreed 
to an adjournment of court for an 
hour to 
allow Mr. Helm to make 
bond for the costs. 
When court 
was 
called 
to 
order 
at 
the 
expiration 
of 
the 
time 
allotted 
Mr. McMurray, for the plaintiff, stat­ 
ed that Mr. Helm had been unable to 
make bond. 
Upon this showing on 
the part of the plaintiff Judge Pat­ 
terson dismissed the case, and the 
monster crowd filed out. 
Ju st before 
court adjourned some fellow with very 
little respect for order and decorum 
in a courtroom whistled. 
The judge 
sent officers to investigate and bring 
the disturber before him, but a dili­ 
gent search failed to locate the whist­ 
ling guest.

Mrs. J. J. Lang Dead 


The funeral 
of 
one 
of 
the 
venerated early citizens of this place, 
Mrs. J. J. Lang, relict of Col. J. J. 
Lang, occured lust Friday, the re­ 
mains hawing arrived oh a train in 
the fore-noon from Fort Worth, where 
at the home of lier son-in-law C. W . 
Martin, TIO Hemphill street, she died 
Thursday. 
Mrs. Lung was born in 1844 in Car­ 
roll county Mississppi, and previous 
to her going* to Fort Worih had been 
with h e r 
husband and family, a 
resident of Decatur for about thirty- 
seven years. Col. Lang was a wealthy 
owner of land, cattle and 
hanking 
interests 
a n d was long identified 
with the early movements of impor­ 
tance that brought about the change 
here from pioneer conditions to set­ 
tled and civilized progress. 
Prev­ 
ious to the war he had been a planter 
on a large scale in the state of Miss­ 
issippi, owning many negroes. At the 
approach of the war he carried his 
slave possessions to the republic of 
Brazil, in South America, where he 
became again a large planter. 
He returned to the United States 
and to Texas about tho time of the 
opening of the section of the frontier 
and establishing himself in the cattle 
and bunking business occupations, 
auv.iMg by success iii these still more 
to his posessions in wealth. 
He built 
a solid picturesque home of, stone in 
northeast Decatur, filled the spacious 
yard with cedar trees brought from 
their native soil in Dallas county, 
and there lived until his death here 
some years ago. 
His family especially, including the 
wife, now* deceased, was constantly 
employed in promoting the prosperity 
of the local Baptist church o rg a n iz a ­ 
tion. and it was largely through the 
influence and efforts of Col. Lang 
that the general Baptist Association 
of northwest Texas established the 
Baptist College here. 
Mrs C. W. Martin of F o rt W orth 
is tile survivor of the two daughter 
that were born to Col and Mrs. Lang. 
Mr. Martin is president and general 
manager of the Wise County Coal 
Company at Bridgeport. 
Ed Cobb of 
Wichita Falls and his nephew, Mr. 
Cobb of Dallas, attended the funeral. 
Pastor G. N. McCall of College A ve­ 
nue Baptist Church, Fort W o rth , ac­ 
companied the remains to Decatur 
and preached the funeral sermon.

timber lands 
for forty miles. 
The fires along the Northern P a ­ 
cific in W estern Montana have dim in­ 
ished.

PROPERTY LOSS IS MILLIONS 


Relief Trains Are Running Into M is ­ 
soula, Where Hundreds Are Be­ 
ing Cared For. 


Missoula, Mont., 
Aug. 
22.— M erci­ 
lessly and relentlessly the forest fires 
In W estern Montana and 
Idaho are 
sweeping over a vast 
area, 
driving 
hundreds of fugitive before them, des­ 
troying small settlements and wiping 
out of existence m illions 
of 
dollars’ 
worth of property. 
The situation is 
more serious than it was earlier, ex­ 
cept as to W allace, Idaho, where it 
is believed that nearly half of the city 
w ill be saved. 
Communication with 
W allace to the west has been possible j 
at intervals but eastward it is entirely | 
cut off. 
It is known that the entire 
east half of the town above 
Seventh 
street has been burned. 
W est of that i 
a hard fight is being made, and with 
an im provement in the water supply 
there is more chance that the flames 
be driven back. 
Message from W allace says:

fire still threatening. 
Elsew here in the fire zone the situ­ 
ation has gone from bad to worse to­ 
day. 
The most serious incident is 
reported from tho 
St. 
Coe country, 
where 180 men engaged in the forest­ 
ry service are m issing and it is fear­ 
ed they have been burned t o death. 
W hen the fire approached the camp 
where there were 200 men, two 
the fighters took a horse and, riding 
the animal to 
death, 
rode from the 
camp and ordered 
a 
rescue 
party, 
which penetrated 
the 
fire 
to 
Bird 
Creek. 
Eighteen of 
the 
men were 
found in the water, where they had 
gone for safety, and they w'ere un­ 
harmed. 
From the rem aining 180 men 
no word has been received. 


About a thousand 
refugees 
have 
been brought into Missoula. 
There is 
much distress among them, but their 
wants are being supplied by Missoula 
people and they have been given tem­ 
porary homes. 


The first of the trains came lr. over 
the Northern Pacific’s Couer d’Alene 
branch and brought the patients who 
had been in the Sisters’ 
Hospital at 
W allace and as 
m any 
refugees

could find places on the small train. 
There were 250 on this train and a 
second train at noon brought as many 
more. 


These people came from the sm all 
towns along tile line 
between 
here 
and W allace. 
Many of them had been 
roused from 
their sleep by 
people 
on the train, 
whose 
summons had 
been the first intim ation that the fire 
was near, as there had been no sign 
of it when the people 
went 
to bed 
Saturday night.

The area covered Is roughly

None 
pf the several bills introduced to re­ 
peal the Fire R ating Board law, how’- 
ever, was passed, and consequently the 
status of insurance affairs remains un­ 
changed. 
The House

that to the Senate. 
R eaching the up­ 
per house, the Hudspeth bill was at­ 
tached to the H ouse substitute bill just 
below' the enacting clause. That is as 
far as insurance legislation proceeded. 


State Prison Report. 
Austin: 
The report of the Superin­ 
tendent of the Penitentiaries, approv­ 
ed by the Penitentiary Board at its 
m eeting in Houston, show s on hand 
July l l , 3,638 convicts against 3,717 on 
hand June 30. 
During the month ot 
July 82 new convicts w ere received, 
3 w ere recaptured, while none was re­ 
turned by Sheriffs or I rom 
paroles. 
F ifty w ere discharged, 12 w ere par­ 
doned, 14 escaped, 2 died, I was deliv 
eyed to a Sheriff and none was paroled. 
One of the convicts who died was kill­

Judgment in Feeding 
J ’ 


DOWN TO H A R D FACTS. 


To accomplish the most profitable 
results from the dairy herd judgment 
must alway* be used in selecting and 
preparing the feeds which compile the 
ration. 
It Is not a new idea that 
•heap feeds are oftentimes more stim­ 
ulating to great results than are those 
feeds which sell for high prices. There 
was a time when the feeder of the 
corn belt was misled into believing 
that there were certain feeds that it 
fed in small amounts had the powei 
of producing great results. 
Conse­ 
quently he was led to purchase in 
large 
amounts 
patent 
stock 
foods 
which cost him anywhere from $100 
to $200 per ton. 
Ten years ago there 
were thousands of tons of such feed 
sold annually, but greatly to the credit 
of the cresent-day farmer and feeder. 
there is being very little of this food 
sold at the present time. 
The farmer 
realizes that all foodstuffs are made 
up of the same kinds of nutrients; 


‘ta 
The Dreamer—Ah! Faith will move 
mountains.

namely, 
protein, 
carbohydrates, 
fat 
and mineral matter. 
The only dif­ 
ference between any of these feeds is 
in the proportion of these different 
nutrients. 
When 
the 
patent 
stock 
foods were analyzed it was found that 
they contained less protein, or the 
most expensive feeding nutrient, than 
d’d (-ii meal, cottonseed meal, gluten 
feed and many of the commercial 
foodstuffs upon the market that are 
sold for the purpose of forming a bal­ 
anced ration when fed with corn. The 
chief value of the stock foods rested, 
of course, in their stimulating and ap­ 
petizing power. 
In other words, these 
foods bad the power of adding palata­ 
bility to the ration, but the intelli­ 
gent, successful feeder of today finds 
‘it possible to so mix his ration as to 
make it sufficiently palatable without 
the use of these condiments costing 
eight or ten cents per pound. 
Six Points to Consider in Feeding. 
besides the consideration of quality 
and quantity, there are six essential 
points to be considered in formulating 
rations for the herd. 
They must be 
palatable so that the cow will eat in 
large amounts and waste very little 
of the feed. They must contain a suf­ 
ficient amount of digestible nutrients 
arid for this reason concentrates must 
be fed in addition to hay, straw and 
grass. 
They must be inexpensive in 
order to insure a profit. 
There must 
be a sufficient amount of variety In 
order that the feeder may change his 
ration from time to time and keep 
the cow always ready for her next 
meal. There must be a certain amount 
of succulence summer and winter lf 
the ration is to accomplish the best 
results. 
The Silo. 
One of the chief sources of all of 
these points is the silo. 
There Is no 
feed more palatable, more easily di­ 
gested, affording more of a variety 
and costing as small an amount in 
the corn belt as does corn silage and 
I am confident that the time Is close 
at hand when silos on the farm will 
be as 
plentiful as corn cribs are 
at the present time. 
It has other ad­ 
vantages In that it Is useful in feeding 
other farm animals. 
It supplies in 
the winter time the succulence of the 
June pastures. 
It Is convenient 
in 
that the feeder is not compelled to go 
to the cornfield and pick the dry corn­ 
stalks out of the snow on cold, frosty 
mornings. 
Experiments 
prove 
that 
milk and butter fat can be produced 
for at least one-third less cost where 
corn silage is used than where the 
cow must subsist wholly on dry feed. 
The farmer of the corn belt, has .during 
the past year, demonstrated that he 


is aware of the fact that silage is one 
of the very best and cheapest feeds 
that can be supplied to farm animals. 
In Iowa there are to be found up to 
this year In the neighborhood of 1,200 
silos on farms .and during the present 
year there have been sold and erected 
on other Iowa farms in the neighbor­ 
hood of 1,200 more and likely it is 
that during the coming year the num­ 
ber of silos in this state will be again 
doubled. 
The chief objection to the 
silo at the present time, and, In fafit, 
the only objection that the writer has 
heard for some time, Is that the first 
cost is a considerable expense— which 
is true. 
However, if one stops to com­ 
pare the actual cost of storage space 
of foods for farm animals it is readily 
found that tho silo is the cheapest 
structure that can be built upon the 
farm. 


Capacity cf the Silo. 


Ti is a well-known 
fact 
that 400 
cubic feet of barn space is required 
for the storage of one ton of clover 
hay; 50 cubic feet of silo space will 
suffice for the storage of one ton of 
silage; 
therefore- it 
requires 
eight 
times as much storage space in the 
hay mow to store one ton of feed as 
it does in the silo. 
However, corn 
silage contains 80 per cent, of water 
and for this reason tile silo will not 
con*ain as great an amount of dry 
m atter in comparison, but we do find 
that one cubic foot of silo space con 
tains as much dry m atter as two 
cubic feet in the hay mow, and re­ 
duced lo terms of digestible feeding 
nutrients, which 
In 
reality 
Is 
the 
standpoint from which all foodstuffs 
should be figured, we find that one 
cubic foot of silage space will hold as 
many digestible feeding nutrients as 
I two and one-third cubic feet of space 
' in the hay mow. 
In consequence, if 


I we were to build a hay mow that 
would hold as much feed as a 100-ton 
silo, it would be necessary to build a 
barn with a storage space for 800 tons 
of hay, or if we were to supply the 
same storage capacity as is found In 
a 100-ton silo for the storage of dry 
matter, a barn with a capacity of 200 
tons of hay would be necessary. Fig 
uring further, lf we were to build a 
barn with the capacity for holding di­ 
gestible feeding nutrients In amounts 
as great as could be stored In a 100- 
ton silo, It would be necessary to 
build a barn with the capacity to hold 
233 1-3 tons of clover hay. 
This win­ 
ter in particular demonstrates more 
clearly than most winters the value of 
a silo and the feeding nutrients that 


There Is o b * distinct advantage In 
corn silage which Is not enumerated 
in Its feeding analysis. 
That Is the 
mbisture or succulence which It con­ 
tains. 
The American feeder has not 
realized in the past the great value of 
succulence added to the ration of his 
farm animals. 
It Is a common saying 
that animals fed largely for a long 
time on dry corn become burnt out, 
and true It is that their digestive ap­ 
paratus has become more or less im ­ 
paired. 
This result is overcome by 
the feeding of succulent foods, which 
fact has been recognized by feeders of 
the older countries for many years. 
Rations for dairy animals as well as 
for other farm animals in Scotland. 
England, Ireland and other countries 
across the wrater are made up largely 
of beets, mangoes and carrot*. 


P ro m in en ce of th e Silo. 


In the eastern sections-of the United 
States, or more truly In the dairy dis­ 
tricts, there Is seldom a farm with­ 
out one or more silos, and the day is 
rapidly coming when the man without 
a silo will have a difficult time in ma­ 
king a profitable competition with the 
one who resorts to the use of the silo.

they can get, aud all the weeds, or­ 
chards, barn lofts, etc., are forced to 
iffive up their sometimes rather ancient 
isopply of eggs. 
When the clean, fresh eggs are ga th 
•red they must be kept in a clean, 
dry, cool place until marketed. 
Good 
egg cases in such a place, kept up off 
the floor, make excellent receptacles 
for keeping eggs. 
Holding eggs for better prices might 
look like a shrewd business move, bm 
It is not. There is nothing that counts 
so strongly in a man's success as repu­ 
tation, and the farmer upon whom 
igreat confidence is placed for market­ 
ing nothing but prime stock is the man 
'that is sure to win out. 
During hot weather eggs stale very 
quickly. 
Therefore it is advisable to 
collect several times a day. 
In fact. 
that rule is enforced the entire year 
on the farm of the writer—in wintei 
•to prevent their being chilled or crack­ 
ed, In summer to avoid their being 
staled by heat 
The life of a fresh egg Is generally 
computed at three days. Therefore to 
• guarantee freshness they should tx 
marketed two or three times a week. 
Grading eggs according to size anti 
color, endeavoring to have uniformity 
in each shipment, is a good business 
move, especially when a retail trade is 
being supplied. 
If before marketing the farmer will 
candle his eggs he will not only feei 
I doubly sure of their condition, but bt 
lean safely guarantee them.

SHERIFF CONTEST 


The election contest cas^ of Wes 
Helm agt list Sam Faith for the n o m ­ 
ination of sheriff of Wise county, 
came to a close Tuesday, when Judge 
Patterson 
dismissed the case upon 
the plaintiff’s failure to show inabil­ 
ity to make bond to cover cost of the 
suit. 
Mr. Helm was represented by 
Messrs. McMurray and Gettys, while 
the defendant, Mi*. Faith, was repre­ 
sented by Judge Bullock, and A. J. 
Clendenen of Ft. Worth. 
The case 
and its probably 
outcome bas been 
the burden of most all local political 
discussions in 
this community for 
several weeks, and one of tile largest, 
crowds ever seen in the district court 
room was in attendance when Judge 
Patterson rapped for order and a n ­ 
nounced that his court was in session. 
The allegations in M r.Helm’s petition 
were quite a number and involved 
something like a dozen different vot­ 
ing boxes in the county. Election of- 
licers and clerks were named in the 
petition. 
The case was set for h ear­ 
ing at a special convening- of the 
court last Saturday, but owing to 
the absence of Mr. 
McMurray, the 
principal council for Mi*. Helm, the 
court allowed a postponement until 
Tuesday afternoon. 
An affidavit was 
filed Saturday by Mr. Helm, in which 
he stated that he was financially un­ 
able to meet the cost of the suit, and 
when the case was called Tuesday he 
took the stand at the suggeston of 
Ins council and stated his financial 
condition. 
After this statement by 
the plaintiff and some argument on 
the part of council, the judge agreed 
to an adjournment of court for an 
hour to 
allow Mr. Helm to make 
bond for the costs.

expiration 
of the 
time 
allotted 
Mr. McMurray, for the plaintiff, stat­ 
ed that Mr. Helm had been unable to 
make bond. 
Upon this showing on 
the part of the plaintiff Judge P a t­ 
terson dismissed tile case, and the 
monster crowd filed out.

court adjourned some fellow with very 
little respect for order and decorum 
in a courtroom whistled. 
The judge 
sent officers to investigate and bring 
the disturber before him, but a dili­ 
gent search failed to locate the whist­ 
ling guest.

Mrs. J. J. Lang Dead 


The funeral 
of 
one 
of 
the 
venerated early citizens of this place, 
Mrs. J. J. Lang, relict of Col. J. J. 
Lang, occured last Friday, the re­ 
mains having arrived on a train in 
the fore-noon from Fort Worth, where 
at the home of her son-in-law C. W . 
Martin, 716 Hemphill street, she died 
Thursday. 
Mrs. Lang was born in 1844 in C a r­ 
roll county Mississppi, and previous 
to her going to Fo rt Worih had been 
with h e r 
husband and family, a 
resident of Decatur for about thirty- 
seven years. Col. Lang was a wealthy 
owner of land, cuttle and banking 
interests 
a n d was long identified 
with the early movements of impor­ 
tance that brought about the change 
here from pioneer conditions to set­ 
tled and civilized progress. 
Prev­ 
ious to the war he had been a planter 
on a large scale in the state of Miss­ 
issippi, owning many negroes. At the 
approach of the war he carried his 
slave possessions to the republic of 
Brazil, iii South America, where he 
became again a large planter. 
He returned to the United States 
and to Texas about the time of the 
opening of the section of the frontier 
and establishing himself in the cattle 
and banking business occupations, 
adding by success in these still more 
to his posessionsiu wealth. 
He built 
a solid picturesque home of stone in 
northea>t Decatur, filled the spacious 
yard with cedar trees brought from 
their native soil in Dallas county, 
and there lived until his death here 
some years ago. 
His family especially, including the 
wife, now deceased, was constantly 
employed in promoting the prosperity 
of the local Baptist church o rg a n iz a ­ 
tion. and it was largely through the 
influence and efforts of Col. Lang 
that the general Baptist Association 
of northwest Texas established the 
Baptist College here. 
Mrs C. W. Martin of F o rt W orth 
is the survivor of the two daughter 
that were born to Col and Mrs. Lang. 
Mr. Martin is president and general 
manager of the Wise County Coal 
Company at Bridgeport. 
Ed Cobb of 
Wichita Falls and his nephew, Mr. 
Cobb of Dallas, attended the funeral. 
P a sto r G. N. McCall of College Ave­ 
nue Baptist Church, Fort W orth, ac­ 
companied the remains to Decatur 
and preached the funeral sermon.

W allace to the vest has been possible 
at intervals but eastward it is entirely 
cut off. 
It Is known that the entire 
east half of the town above 
Seventh 
street has been burned. 
W est of that 
a hard fight is being made, and with 
an improvement in the water supply 
there is more chance that the flames 
be driven back. 
Message from .Wallace says: 
Thir­ 
teen lives lost, property loss $1,000,- 
000; fire still threatening. 
Elsewhere in the fire zone the situ­ 
ation has gone ffom bad to worse to­ 
day. 
The most serious incident is 
reported from the 
St. 
Coe country, 
where 180 men engaged in the forest­ 
ry service are missing and it is fear­ 
ed they have been burned to death. 
When the fire approached the camp 
where there were 200 men, two of 
the fighters took a horse and, riding 
the anima] to 
death, 
rode from the 
camp and ordered

rescue 
party, 
which penetrated

Creek. 
Eighteen of 
the 
men were 
found in the water, where they had 
gone for safety, and they were un­ 
harmed. 
From the remaining 180 men 
no word has been received. 
About a thousand 
refugees 
have 
been brought into Missoula. 
There is 
much distress among them, but their 
wants are being supplied by Missoula 
people and they have been given tem­ 
porary homes. 
The first of the trains came in over 
the Northern Pacific's Coner d’Alene 
branch and brought the patients who 
had been in the Sisters’ 
Hospital at 
W allace and as many

could find places on the small train. 
There were 250 on this train and a 
second train at noon brought as many 
more. 
These people came from the small 
towns along the line

Many of them had been

State Prison Report. 
Austin: 
T he report of the Superin­ 
tendent of the Penitentiaries, approv­ 
ed by the Penitentiary Board at its 
m eeting in Houston, shows on hand 
July 31, 3,638 convicts against 3,717 on 
hand June 30. 
During the month of 
July 82 new convicts were received, 
3 were recaptured, while none was re­ 
turned by Sheriffs or from 
paroles. 
Fifty w ere discharged, 12 were par­ 
doned, 14 escaped, 2 died, I was deliv 
ered to a Sheriff and none was paroled. 
One of the convicts who died was kill­ 
ed while 
trying 
to 
escape. 


The principal purpose of the special 
session, as it was viewed by the State 
at large, w as not achieved, the two 
branches getting at loggerheads over 
the insurance m easure because of dif­ 
ferent opinions concerning the form 
and the scope of the rates to be ap­ 
plied under the proposed law.

namely, 
protein, 
carbohydrates, 
fat 
and mineral matter. 
The only dif­ 
ference between any of these feeds is 
in the proportion of these different 
nutrients. 
When 
the 
patent 
stock 
foods were analyzed it was found that 
they contained less protein, or the 
most expensive feeding nutrient, than 
did c«il meal, cottonseed meal, gluten 
feed a n d , many of the commercial 
foodstuff* upon the m arket that are 
sold for the purpose of forming a bal­ 
anced ration when fed with corn. The 
chief value of the stock foods rested, 
of course, in their stimulating and ap­ 
petizing power. 
In other words, these 
foods had the power of adding palata­ 
bility to the ration, but the intelli­ 
gent, successful feeder of today finds 
It possible to so mix his ration as to 
make it sufficiently palatable without 
the use of these condiments costing 
eight or ten cents per pound. 


Six Poin ts to Consider in Feeding. 
Besides the consideration of quality 
and quantity, there are six essential 
points to be considered in formulating 
rations for the herd. 
They must be 
palatable so that th© cow will eat in 
largo amounts and waste very little 
of the feed. 
They must contain a suf­ 
ficient amount of digestible nutrients 
and for this reason concentrates must 
he fed in addition to hay, straw and 
grass. 
They must he inexpensive In 
order to Insure a profit. 
There must 
be a sufficient amount of variety in 
order that the feeder may change his 
ration from time to time and keep 
the cow' always ready for her next 
meal. There must he a certain amount 
of succulence summer and winter lf 
the ration Is to accomplish the best 
results. 
The Silo. 
One of the chief sources of all of 
these points Is the silo. 
There Is no 
feed more palatable, more easily di­ 
gested, affording more of a variety 
and costing as small an amount In 
the corn belt as does corn silage and 
I am confident that the time is close 
at hand when silos on the farm will 
be 
as 
plentiful 
as 
corn 
cribs 
are 
at the present time. 
It has other ad­ 
vantages in that it is useful in feeding 
other farm animals. 
It supplies in 
the winter time the succulence of the 
June 
pastures. 
It is convenient 
in 
that the feeder is not compelled to go 
to the cornfield and pick the dry corn­ 
stalks out of the snow on cold, frosty 
mornings. 
Experiments 
prove 
that 
milk and butter fat can be produced 
for at least one-third less cost where 
Corn silage is used than where the 
cow must subsist wholly on dry feed. 
The farmer of the corn belt, has .during 
tho past year, demonstrated that he 


is aware of the fact, that silage Is one 
of the very best and cheapest feeds 
that can he supplied to farm animals. 
In Iowa there are to be found up to 
this year In the neighborhood of 1,200 
silos on farms .and during the present 
year there have been sold and erected 
on other Iowa farms In the neighbor­ 
hood of 1,200 more and likely It Is 
that during the coming year the num­ 
ber of silos in this state will be again 
doubled. 
The chief objection to the 
silo at the present time, and, in fact, 
the only objection that the writer has 
heard for some time, is that the first 
cost is a considerable expense— which 
is true. 
However, if one stops to com­ 
pare the actual cost of storage space 
of foods for farm animals it is readily 
found th at the silo is the cheapest 
structure that can be built upon the 
farm. 


Capacity of the Silo. 


It is a well-known 
fact 
that 400 
cubic feet of barn space is required 
for the storage of one ton of clover 
hay; HO cubic feet of silo space will 
suffice for the storage of one ton of 
silage; 
therefore 
it 
requires 
eight 
times as much storage space In the 
hay mow to store one ton of feed as 
it does in the silo. 
However, corn 
silage contains SO per cent, of w’ater 
and for this reason the silo will not 
contain as great an amount of dry 
m atter in comparison, hut we do find 
that one cubic foot of silo space con 
tains as 
much dry m atter as 
two 
cubic feet in the hay mow, and re 
(luced to terms of digestible feeding 
nutrients, which 
In 
reality 
is 
the 
standpoint from which all foodstuffs 
should be figured, we find that one 
cubic foot of silage space will hold as 
many digestible feeding nutrients as 
two and one-third cubic feet of space 
in the hay mow. 
In consequence, if 
we were to build a hay mow that 
would hold as much feed as a 100-ton 
silo, it would he necessary to build a 
barn with a storage space for 800 tons 
of hay, or if we were to supply the 
same storage capacity as Is found In 
a 100-ton silo for the storage of dry 
matter, a barn with a capacity of 200 
tons of hay would be necessary. Fig 
uring further, if we w’ere to build a 
barn with the capacity for holding di­ 
gestible feeding nutrients in amounts 
as great as could he stored in a 100- 
ton silo, It w'ould be necessary to 
build a barn with the capacity to hold 
233 1-3 tons of clover hay. 
This win­ 
ter in particular demonstrates more 
clearly than most winters the value of 
a silo and the feeding nutrients that 


There Is on# distinct advantage In 
corn silage which ii not enumerated 
in Us feeding analysis. 
That is the 
moisture or succulence which it con­ 
tains. 
The American feeder has not 
realized in the past the great value of 
succulence added to the ration of his 
farm animals. 
It is a common saying 
that animals fed largely for a long 
time on dry corn become burnt out, 
and true it Is that their digestive a p ­ 
paratus has become more or less im ­ 
paired. 
This result Is overcome by 
the feeding of succulent foods, which 
fact has been recognized by feeders of 
the older countries for many years. 
Rations for dairy animals as wrell as 
for other farm animals in Scotland. 
England, Ireland and other countries 
across t h e . water are made up largely 
of beets, mangoes and carrots. 


P ro m in en ce of the Silo. 


. In the eastern sections of the United 
States, or more truly In the dairy dis* 
tricts, there is seldom a farm with* 
out one or more silos, and the day Is 
rapidly coming when the man without 
a silo will have a difficult time in ma­ 
king a profitable competition with the 
one who resorts to the use of the silo. 
This is true of all farm products and 
especially is it true of dairy products 
if the consumer has been led to the 
point w'here he la paying extremely 
large prices.

and was in good condition to afford 
the greatest amount 
of

The remainder of bls 
corn was cut up at once and put Into 
shocks to be shredded and the better 
portion of the shredded fodder used 
to supply dry matter for the cows In

PROPER CARE OF EGGS. 


Mistake

Wbeie can the blame be properly 
placed for the presence of bad eggs 
in the markets? What are the effuses? 
iThe Kansas State Agricultural college 
places the blame, at least in part. 
,wlth the fanner for the following two 
reasons: First, some few farmers de­ 
liberately take eggs to market which 
Ahey know’ are not fresh, because they 
reason that the merchant is compelled 
to take them or lose their trade; sec­ 
ond, and by far the greatest reason, 
Is because of ignorance on the part of 
the farmer as to how to sell eggs, says 
a writer in the Philadelphia Record. 
It is indeed a bad practice to trade 
Off the eggs at the village store Some 
.merchants even offer 2 cents a dozen 
more for eggs sold for trade than 
Ahey do those sold for cash. The price 
of goods is raised to meet the defi­ 
ciency in the profit from the e g g s 
(.The farmer makes almost nothing by 
the competition. 
As these merchants take the eggs av 
.they come, it is an incentive for some

farmers to make an extra effort to 
supply the merchants with all the eggs 
they can get, uud all the weeds, o r ­ 
chards. barn lofts, etc., are forced to 
give up their sometimes rather ancient 
•apply of eggs. 
When the clean, fresh eggs are gath­ 
ered they must be kept in a clean, 
dry, cool place until marketed. 
Good 
egg cases in such a place, kept up off 
the floor, make excellent receptacles 
for keeping eggs. 
Holding eggs for better prices might 
look like a shrewd business move, but 
ft Is not. There is nothing that counts 
•o strongly in a man s success as repu- 
tation, and the farmer upon whom 
great confidence Is placed for market­ 
ing nothing but prime stock is the man 
that is sure to win out. 
Daring bot weather eggs stale very 
quickly. 
Therefore It is advisable to 
collect several times a day. 
in fact, 
that rule is enforced the entire year 
on the farm of the writer—in winfei 
to prevent their being chilled or crack­ 
ed, in summer to avoid their being 
staled by heat. 
The life of a fresh egg is generally 
computed at three days. Therefore to 
guarantee freshness they should lye 
marketed two or three times a week. 
Grading eggs according to size and 
color, endeavoring to have uniformity 
in each shipment, is a good b u s in e s s 
move, especially when a retail trade is 
being supplied. 
If before marketing the farmer will 
candle his eggs he will not only fe e ! 
doubly sure of their condition, but h e 
eau safely guarantee them.
